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INTRODUCTION. 



The Scottish translation of the first five books of Livy, 
which is here printed for the second time, was made in 
the year 1533 by John Bellenden or Ballantyne,^ Arch- 
dean of Moray, better known as the translator of Hector 
Boece's ' History and Chronicles of Scotland.' ^ The date 
is definitely fixed by the following entries in the accounts 
of the Lord High Treasurer, which record the payments 
made to the translator during the progress, and at the 
completion, of his work : — 

1533- 
July 26. Item, to Maister John Ballentyne in part payment of 

the translatioun of Titus Leuius. viij li. 



^ " Ballantyne " is the form of the name given in the Advocates' MS. of the 
Livy, and this (or ** Ballentyne," as in the Treasurer's accounts) was undoubt- 
edly the one by which the author was commonly known to his contemporaries 
(see the 1821 reprint of the * Chronicles,' pp. xxxvi-xxxix). That " Bellen- 
den " is more familiar in modem times is entirely due to the fact that it is used 
in the printed text of the * Chronicles.' A third form is "Bannatyne" (as in 
* Pitscottie's Chronicles,' Introd. Ixxviii), in connection with which it maybe 
mentioned that Bannatyne House, near Newtyle in Forfarshire, is locally 
called *«BalUntin." 

^ As a life of Bellenden would more appropriately be prefixed to a new 
edition of the 'Chronicles,' I have not thought it necessary to enter into 
bi(^^phical details here.

Though thus commissioned and paid for by the king, 
it is improbable that the work was ever much in request, 
and only two copies of it seem to be preserved. Fortun- 
ately one of these is excellent, and its slight defects are 
so well supplemented by the other, that it is possible to 
give a text which is practically complete, and of which 
the correctness can seldom be called in question. 

The elder and better of the two copies is a manu- 
script (A) belonging to the Faculty of Advocates. This 
is a small folio, with pages measuring 10^ by y}i inches, 
and evidently written before the middle of the sixteenth 
century, probably about 154a The writing, which is clear 
and good,^ and averages forty lines to the page, is the 
same throughout, with the exception of some later ad- 
ditions, of which the following are the most important. 
At the end of the prologue in verse are these lines, in 
a hand belonging to the early part of the seventeenth 
century : —

Unfortunately the "copy" does not follow on this. 
Further down on the same page appears the signature 
of Lord Elliock, by whom the MS. was presented to 
the Library, "Ja. Veitch, Edin', 16 July, 1730"; this is 
repeated on p. x, " James Veitch, Edinburgh, 173 1," and 
again on the last page of the book, with the date "16 
October, 1731." The Prologue is followed by a table 
of the chapters of the fifth book in a later hand, and 
some one has made a considerable number of marginal 
notes in Latin : these refer entirely to the subject-matter, 
and are of no special interest or value. The concluding 
chapter of Book V., on p. 511, is in the same hand and 
ink as the lines on p. 512 ("Fyve Buikis, etc."), which 
are signed "A. Home." Then, in a different ink, but 
perhaps by the same hand, comes Martial's distich (xiv. 
190)— 

Pellibus exiguis arctatur Liuius ingens, 
quern mea non totum Bibliotheca capit. 

Below this appears twice, each time in different ink, the 
signature "A. Home, St Leonardis." 

The defects of the MS. are fortunately few. A leaf 
has been lost between pp. 26 and 27, containing the end 
of chap. V. and the beginning of chap, vi., and a few 
leaves are missing at the end, containing the original 
conclusion of Book V. ; the defect here is only partially 
supplied by A. Home's translation of chap. xxv. Ex- 
cept in these two places the MS. is in perfect condition 
throughout 
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In respect of the text it contains, the Advocates' copy 
is remarkably good. The scribe evidently wrote with 
great care, and his mistakes and omissions are compar- 
atively few. The orthography is very r^ular and free 
from eccentricities, one noticeable point being the care 
with which w is discriminated from u and v. In the case 
of the vowels, the scribe tends to follow the older prac- 
tice of denoting long a^ e^ and o by the addition of 
final Cy instead of using the digraphs ai^ ei, oi\ thus he 
usually writes wate, wrate, barney dede, here^ glore^ rather 
than waity wraity bairn, deid, heiry gloir^ though examples 
of the later forms are not wanting, as hailly deith, &c. 
As the MS. must have been written within a few years 
after the translation was made, it probably represents 
Bellenden's text pretty accurately in this and other 
points, though the character of some of the errors 
makes it doubtful whether it was transcribed directly 
from his autograph. 

The edition of 1822^ was based on the Advocates' MS. 
which was the only copy then known to exist. Unfor- 
tunately the editor, who in other respects seems to have 
been careful enough, considered that it lay within his 
editorial duties to normalise still further the already very 
regular spelling of the manuscript. No hint of this is 
given in the preface, and the result is very misleading. 
In some cases also the Roman names have been com- 
pletely altered so as to agree with modern texts of 
Livy. The edition is thus altogether useless from a

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Strictly philological point of view, as the form of no 
single word in it can be depended on, though in the 
main the text is correct enough as far as the wording 
is concerned. 

The other copy of the translation (B) is the property 
of J. C. M. Ogilvie Forbes, Esq. of Boyndlie. The names 
of some earlier possessors are written here and there on 
the margins : thus on pp. 27 and 40, " Mongo Wood 
ought this book"; p. 65, "Mr William Gordon aught 
this book"; p. 253, "Georg Gordon Aught this booke." 
No dates or localities, however, are appended to any 
of these names, so that they give no obvious assistance 
towards ascertaining the history of the MS. prior to 
the time when it came into the hands of Mr Forbes* 
great-grandfather. 

This manuscript differs widely in character from the 
one described above. In form it is a tall folio of 568 
pages, measuring iij^ by 7^ inches. A slight examin- 
ation is sufficient to show that the MS. consists of two 
distinct portions, the one containing Books I.-IIL, the 
other Books IV. and V. The latter portion, exactly 
200 pages, is all in one hand and in a somewhat faint 
ink, whereas that of the first part is of a strong black 
colour. On looking more closely at this first portion, it 
becomes apparent that more than one scribe has been 
at work, and the remarkable fact is finally discovered 
that at the outset each of these scribes copied separate 
quires of sixteen pages. This arrangement continues 
as far as p. 176, after which the division of labour 
becomes much more irregular. The total number of 
hands which appear in this portion is no less than 
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eleven, and the precise pages written by each are shown 
in the following list: —

It is pretty obvious that the original from which the 
Boyndlie MS. was copied must have been unbound, so 
that the separate quires could be distributed among a 
number of copyists. That this was the procedure adopted 
is made certain by the way in which each scribe has tried 
to make his quire end so as to run on neatly with the 
next; all are not equally successful in this, and some- 
times half a line is left blank, or widely spaced writing 
shows the effort made to fill the allotted space. For some 
reason the scribe who began the seventeenth quire (p. 257) 
omitted to finish it, and the blank was afterwards filled up 
by the one who wrote Books IV. and V. : in this case 
there was some miscalculation, with the result that a 
portion of the text is missing between pages 272 and 273. 
Perhaps this was written on a separate leaf, which has 
since dropped out. Apart from this, the MS. is defective 
only in two places : the prologue in verse has disappeared 
(and with it the translator's name), and the loss of the 
last page has deprived us of the closing lines of Book 
V. These few lines, however, are all that is really lost 
of Bellenden's work, as in other respects the Boyndlie MS. 
supplies the deficiencies of the Advocates' copy. 



INTRODUCTION* XUl 

From the general character of the various hands, the 
date of ^ may be set down as 1550-60. Its text is thus 
naturally of a later type than that of ^, and is, moreover, 
inferior to it in every respect. Scribal errors of every kind 
abound ; misspellings and distortions of words are fre- 
quent, and there are constant omissions of words and 
lines, occasionally of several lines at a time. Some of 
the scribes are certainly better than others, but no one 
of them can at all compare with the writer of A. In all 
probability the portion containing Books I.-III. was exe- 
cuted very hurriedly, which would account for most of 
the blunders, but there is also some reason for believing 
that the original itself was of an inferior type. There 
has been no attempt at revision, so that even the most 
glaring errors have been left uncorrected. The spelling 
is very irregular, and varies with the different hands : 
some of the scribes show a strong preference for w in 
place of V ; some write ^it, cite, fader , autor, solempne, 
&c., while others have greit or grete, ceite, f(£per, author, 
solemne ; No. 3 is fond of doubling r and s, as in faderris, 
appeirrity rassit, inclussit ; No. 4 has a special fancy for / 
in the terminations -aible, -aige, -ait, -air\ and close 
study would no doubt show that each of the others has 
his own peculiarities. On the other hand, some spellings 
which differ from those used in A are common to all the 
hands, and must have existed in their original. That 
this was on the whole very similar to A appears especi- 
ally from the portions written by Nos. 2 and 10, who 
probably copied it more closely than their fellows, whereas 
Nos. 4 and 9 have treated it with considerable freedom, 
sometimes substituting their own wording for Bellenden's. 
This is notably the case in the early chapters of Book IV., 
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where the copyist must have looked at the Latin^ unless 
we suppose that Bellenden himself made alterations at 
this point. 

Despite its many defects, however, the Boyndlie MS 
is of considerable value for the text. Not only does it 
fill up the larger gaps in A, but it supplies numerous 
words and sometimes lines which have been accidentally 
omitted there, and occasionally has the correct reading 
when A has the wrong one. It is thus an excellent 
instance of how an inferior copy may be of service as a 
check upon a better one, and a close comparison of the 
two is sufficient to yield an almost perfect text. 

In the present edition the text is naturally that of the 
Advocates' MS., an exact transcript of which was made 
for the purpose by the Rev. Walter Macleod. As the 
value of the work is chiefly a philological one, the printed 
text is intended to reproduce the written one as closely 
as possible. Capitals and small letters are as in the 
manuscript, expanded contractions are denoted by italics, 
and the letters fi, fft, and > (in the MS. of course identical 
with y) have been retained wherever they occur : on the 
other hand, the punctuation is entirely editorial. A close 
collation has been made with the Boyndlie MS., which 
Mr Ogilvie Forbes kindly placed in my hands for this 
purpose. As the differences between the two copies are 
largely those of spelling, it was somewhat difficult to 
decide how far the variations were worth noting, but on 
the whole I have worked on the following principles. All 
differences in wording have been carefully recorded, and 
all spellings which are not exactly equivalent to those of 
A. Mere variations of i and y^ w and v, c and k, have 
as a rule been passed over, as well as the constant em- 
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ployment in B of at, ei^ &c., in place of a-e^ e-e (see p. x 
above). B has also, as a rule, de-, sc-, -ble^ -eis, -onis^ -tion, 
in contrast to A's di-, sk-, -bill^ -yis, -ouns, -doun \ it never 
inserts the e in spule^^fale^e, &c. ; it commonly has single 
consonants in such words as hider, gader^ strikin^ redy, 
gotifiy &c., while in both MSS. there is constant variation 
between -er and -d:r, -at and -ate^ twa and two, mare and 
more^ said and saidis^ quhilk and quhilkis ; in the majority 
of cases these differences have been ignored. There are 
also certain words of frequent occurrence in which B 
is fairly consistent in using a spelling which is different 
from the usual one in A ; only a few instances of these 
have been registered, but a full list of them will be given 
with the notes at the end of the work. So numerous, 
moreover, are the errors and omissions of B^ that to record 
them all would only have cumbered the page without 
corresponding profit. I have therefore noted only the 
more extensive skippings of the scribes, and have given 
only occasional samples of the way in which they could 
miscopy the simplest words. 

With these exceptions, the variants from B may be 
taken to include everything of interest to be found in 
the manuscript Owing probably to the haste with which 
the scribes worked, their spelling is much less conven* 
tional than that of ^, and often supplies interesting evi- 
dence as to the pronunciation of the period There is 
considerable reason to believe that the Scottish tongue 
underwent some important changes about the middle 
of the sixteenth century, which are only partially repre- 
sented in the usual written forms of the words. Every- 
thing in the Boyndlie MS. which seemed likely to 
throw light on this question has been carefully noted. 
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and the more interesting points will be discussed in 
the notes. 

The main text, therefore, is that of the Advocates' MS., 
printed for the most part without alteration : wherever 
it has been amended, from B or otherwise, the actual 
reading will be found at the foot of the page, followed 
by M." All words or letters within square brackets are 
taken from B ; in some cases these are not absolutely 
necessary for the sense, and may be interpolations of 
the one MS. rather than omissions of the other, but 
many are obviously genuine. All readings at the foot 
of the page which are not marked " A " are from B ; 
and in order to show how the various scribes of the 
latter MS. dealt with their original, I have printed a 
number of longer passages for comparison with A and 
with each other. In this way the reader will perhaps 
have as clear an idea of the general character of the 
Boyndlie MS. as could well be given without printing 
it in full. 

Two sets of numbers will be found on the outer margins. 
Those preceded by " p." give the pages of the Advocates 
MS., the exact beginning of each being indicated by an 
upright line in the text. Those enclosed in round 
brackets, and corresponding to an asterisk in the text, 
show the page in the edition of 1822 : these have been 
added to facilitate the use of older references. To assist 
comparison with the Latin original I have also inserted 
in the text, within round brackets, the numbers of the 
chapters as given in the ** Oxford Pocket Classics " edition. 
These do not correspond in any way with Bellenden's 
chapters, which again are differently numbered in the two 
copies. In A those of each book are numbered separ- 
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ately ; in B the numbers are continuous to the end of 
Book III., after which they are altogether omitted. 

As one of the few specimens of older Scottish prose 
which can properly be classed under the head of literature, 
the translation of Livy has considerable value, though 
in point of general interest it falls far short of the 
translator's other work. Along with a somewhat ex- 
cessive Latinism, Bellenden has a large command of the 
vernacular, and his Scottish words and phrases are often 
very effectively employed. He has avoided the mistake 
of translating too closely, while at the same time he 
rarely paraphrases more loosely than is necessary to give 
a natural turn to the sentences. On the whole he correctly 
represents the meaning of the original, and some of the 
more prominent errors may be due to faults in the Latin 
text of the period. Why his translation extends no 
further than the five books can only be conjectured, but 
in the portion he did execute, Bellenden has shown both 
scholarship and a ready use of language, and it is an un- 
doubted gain for Scottish literature that his work has 
been preserved in so original and accurate a form as 
that here presented to the reader.
